Alberta’s new All-Risk Crop In¬ 
surance Plan appears to have 
generally met with good reception 
and the minimum objective of 25% 
participation appears assured in 
both the Laeombe-Ponoka area and 
ihe Vulcan-Nobleford area. In the 
ihird test area, in Northern Al¬ 
berta, • the sign-up is just getting 
underway. 

Results to date in the northern 
ihird of the Vulcan-Nobleford area 
indicate a 60% sign-up. Part of the 
area is still to be covered but it 
is quite possible that final figures 
will show a 50% sign-up. 

The middle part of the area, 
centred around Champion, is ex¬ 
pected to show a sign-up well 
above the minimum required and 
the southern third, Barons-Noble- 
ford, appears likely to achieve a 
50% sign-up. 

Lacombe - Ponoka has already 
passed its minimum objective of 
25'? of farmers or cultivated land 
area. 

The deadline for application is 
April 30 and in this southern test 
area the Crop Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion representatives are Charles 
Fulton, Vulcan; Arthur Ulrich, 
Champion; and Glen Gibb, Barons.

The final payment on wheat de¬ 
livered during the 1963-64 crop 
year, which ended on July 31, 1964, 
ranges from 16.893 cents a bushel 
for No. 1 Nodcm to 64.222 cents 
a bushel for Feed Wheat. The 
total sum being distributed is 
$271,9^4,204. The initial payment 
for No. 1 wheat, basis Lakehead or 
Pacific Coast, was $1.50 a bushel. 

Total deliverii s of all wheat in 
the 1963-64 crop year, sparked 
by large sales lo Russia, was 
563,875,2f)8 bushels, the greatest 
volume ever handled by the Wheat

Percentage of calves weaned and 
their weaning weights' are the two 
most important factors in deter¬ 
mining whether a rancher will be 
able to pay his bills in a cow-calf 
operation. 

J. S. Loro, Supervisor of Al¬ 
berta's Beef Cattle Performance 
Testing program, says that an 85 
per cent calf crop from 100 cows, 
weaned at 400 pounds and sold at 
20c per pound, will bring a gross 
return of .$68 per cow. In other 
words, cacti cow will average 340 
pounds of calf. 

Alberta cost summaries indicate 
the cost of keeping a cow for a 
year varies from $60 to $90. Costs 
include feed, labor, breeding fees, 
building and machinery repairs 
and depreciation, taxes, interest,

It is clear from the above figures 
that a cattleman cannot make a 
living raising an 85 per cent calf 
crop of 400 pound calves if his an¬ 
nual costs per cow exceed $68. If 
those costs cannot he reduced, the 
alternative is to raise bigger calves 
without materially increasing costs 
of keeping the cows. 

Mr. Lore recommends the follow¬ 
ing methods for .increasing calf 
weights. 

1. Have enough fertile, active 
bulls to cover the cows in a six to 
eight week breeding season. 

2. Use only performance or pro¬ 
geny proven bulls. 

3. Select female herd replace¬ 
ments with high performance rat¬ 
ings from good milking mothers. 

4. Cull out any shy breeders and 
late calving cows. 

5. Pregnancy lest in the fall if 
wintering costs art* high. 

6. Adjust the breeding season for 
ns early calving as individual csin- 
ditions permit.

POISON IN THE HOME

DIAGONAL FABRICS 

A diagonal weave is a pronounc¬ 
ed weave, either embedded or rais¬ 
ed. running in “bias” direction. In 


fabrics the diagonal lines can run 
from left to right or right to left. 
Diagonal fabrics are found in a 
varieity of twill weaves including 
whipcord, denim, silk surah, ga¬ 
bardine, etc. and may be of wool, 
silk, cotton, synthetics or blends. 
Many of the diagonal fabrics you 
may have already been working 
with, such as flannel, require no 
special cutting or matching, be¬ 
cause the fibers are woven so 
closely together as to make the 
diagonal line indistinguishable. No 
special patterns are necessary for 
diagonal weaves. Patterns arc 
placed on the fabric the same way 
as for plain fabric, except if you 
have a nap in the diagonal. Be 
certain to follow the exact in¬ 
structions for a “with nap” layout 
chart in the pattern. 

Special attention is required 
when there is a prominent twill 
weave or rib line. Certain rules 
should be considered when select¬ 
ing a style for your fabric. Diag¬ 
onals are particularly suitable for 
slim skirts, dresses with slim 
skirts, straight coats and suits, set- 
in sleeves or sleeveless. Gored or 
flared skirts will generally have 
bias edges which will force the 


diagonals to run in different dir¬ 
ections. Diagonal fabrics can be 
used for A-line skirts if the diag¬ 
onal is not too pronounced. 

It should never be used where 
bias seams are involved. Collarless 
garments with set-in sleeves and 
few seams are very good. If a col¬ 
lar is to be used it should almost 
be straight. Jackets with raglan 
sleeves can be made of a diagonal 
fabric. Again, a straight collar can 
be used, never a flat one unless it 
it cut on the bias. Avoid a gar¬ 
ment having long kimono sleeves. 
Short kimono sleeves can be used 
as the grain of most garments do 
not match at the shoulder seams. 
In general, observe the above rules 
in selecting a pattern and let the 
fabric be the fashion!

In the first place, it seems evid¬ 
ent from (he way the hearings 
have been conducted that the Com¬ 
mission was not merely seeking in- 
tormation on the problem, but 
rather had certain objectives that 
it was. trying to prove by the in¬ 
formation submitted. This has 
never been the function of a Royal 
Commission which is supposed to 
conduct an impartial fact-finding 
operation. 

In addition, a very large number 
of the individuals and groups who 
have given evidence before the 
Commission appear to be extrem¬ 
ists (one way or the other); well 
meaning "do gooders" (who are 
quite divorced from reality) and 
outright cranks and crackpots. 
Only last week the brief presented 
by the Communist Party of Canada 
was given a great deal of publicity 
because of what it had to say. 

Unfortunately, the commissioners 
seem to have based their Prelim¬ 
inary Report on much of the bias¬ 
ed and unreliable information 
which has been presented by the 
abovementioned assortment of wit¬ 
nesses. 

It is to be hoped that in future 
hearings, the Commission will en¬ 
deavor to obtain evidence from 
perhaps a larger number of some¬ 
what more stable and reliable 
groups and individuals.

FROM THE LEGISLATURE 


Ray Speaker M.L.A. 

Budget debate , including the 
Hon. G. Taylor and Hon. A. Hooke, 
and discussion on the resolutions 
concerning a youth seminar, com¬ 
mercial pheasant farms, an appro¬ 
val of a request proposed by the 
Canadian Parliament to the Par¬ 
liament of the United Kingdom to 
provide for tee amendment in 
Canada of the Constitution of 
Canada continued this past week. 

Hon. G. Taylor, Minister of High¬ 
ways, in his thrOe hour and thirty 
eight minute debate dealt with his 
principle in road building, car in¬ 
surance and the highway network 
in the Province. 

His underlying principle has been 
a desire to find out what the people 
want, what the thinking of the 
people is, and then to the greatest 
possible degree reflect that think¬ 
ing in our legislation and in his 
administration. 

In discussing insurance he was 
concerned with the number of 
vehicles not insured, our green card 
program, and the high cost of in¬ 
surance. The number of uninsured 
vehicles is on 'he decrease, and 
the amount seems to be around 
1% or. less, he said, and this is 
occurring under our non-compul- 
sory scheme wheie the owner must 
produce a green card or have PL 
and PD insurance. In the last seven 
months of 1964 some 4,984 
green certificates were sold bring¬ 
ing close to one hundred thousand 
dollars into the unsatisfied judge¬ 
ment fund. These certificates give

the owner no direct returns on an 
accident, but would pay for deuna¬ 
ges to others in the accident, and 
this amount paid must be paid 
back to the fund either in whole 
or by installment. Also he con¬ 
tinued by saying that anyone not 
having either a certificate or in¬ 
surance when driving a motor 
vehicle is liable now to a mini¬ 
mum fine of $500 for the first of¬ 
fence. With respect to insurance 
rates the Minister said he plans 
to call the Insurance Executives 
of the Insurance Companies ol 
Canada around a table and see 
what can be done about getting 
these premiums down to a realis¬ 
tic figure and still maintain the 
insurance value. 

Mr. Taylor reviewed his road 
program across the Province, re¬ 
porting that two thirds of the net¬ 
work is blacktop with some 2000 
miles that is below standard yet, 
t^at municipalities have made 
application to have another 2000 
miles taken into the Provincial 
highway program, and that we will 
complete our first freeway in Al¬ 
berta this coming fall from south 
of Leduc to a point north of La- 
combe with no cross overs and no 
level access roads. 

Hon. Mr. Hooke spoke on the 
financial situation in Canada to¬ 
day, the affairs of his Department 
of Municipal Affairs, and the pro¬ 
blems of setting up a budget. Mr. 
Hooke was quite concerned with 
the deficit financing of the Federal 
government. 

In his department he discussed 
the work of the Advisory’ Com¬ 
mittee, the Provincial Assessors and 
Assessments, Local Authorities 
Board, Improvement Districts, 
Municipal- Inspection Branch, and 
the financial picture of our Cities, 
Towns, and Villages. Also he gave 
a few statistics on the Hutterite 
situation during 1964. They were: 
The applications applied for per¬ 
mission to establish new colonies, 
4; applications approved, 1; appli¬ 
cations rejected, 3; applications for 
additional land to existing colonies, 
12; and the number granted was 12. 
The total acreage acquired in those 
applications was just 11,000 acres. 
The acreage acquired by the new 
colony was 8,614. The percentage 
increase over 1963 was 4%. The 
number of Colonies at the end of 
the year was 66 and the total 
acreage held by all the colonies at 
that date was 500,215. In other 
words, Hutterite Colonies in the 
Province take up 781 sections of 
land. The population was 5,708 as 
at December 31, 1964, and if we 
divide that into the acreage we 
find that it means 88 acres per 
person. 

Mr. Hooke was sure that drawing 
up a budget was not an easy thing 
and seemed to be a process some¬ 
what similar to the one used by a 
Texas Hog Raiser who tries to de¬ 
cide whether his hog is ready for 
market. This is the quote of the 
week— Mr. Hooke— “I understand 
that he had a teetertotter out in 
the yard balanced evenly. He ties 
the hog on one end and then he 
starts putting rocks on the other, 
and when the two are exactly 
balanced* all he has to d,° is guess 
the weight of the rocks then he 
knows the weight of the hog."
